Wtverly’s  Water  Spout. 

A  remarkable  phenomena  was  witnessed 
at  Waverly  Sunday  afternoon — a  wafer 
spout  or  perhaps  it  should  rather  bee  ail¬ 
ed  a  dust-upout.  It  was  a  sight  both 
novel  and  grand,  but  the  people  who  be¬ 
held  its  devastating  march  across  the  fields 
aud  were  impressed  with  a  sense  of  the 
groat  damage  it  was  capable  of  wyrkiDg, 
ure  uot  anxious  to  see  another.  Fear 
conquered  their  curiosity  and  all  felt  re¬ 
lieved  in  mind  when  the  great,  stalking 
giant  had  passed  them. 

It  seemed  to  come  from  the  vicinity  of 
the  Singer  manufactory  and  moved  in  a 
northwest  direction.  Crossing  the  rail¬ 
road  it  went  over  the  EbeoeeZer  Johnson 
property, ’now  iu  possession  of  Mr.  Young, 
where  it  uprooted  trees  and  destroyed 
everything  that  stood  in  itsliueof  march* 
Near  thisjplace  there  is  a  pond  of  con¬ 
siderable  size,  the  water  of  which  was 
lifted  far  into  the  air  an.rthen  deposited 
again  iu  its  bed.  Next  it  entered  a  woods 
and  snapped  large  trees  as  though  they 
w  ere  saplings.  On  the  farm  of  Mr.  Grum- 
mon  it  unroofed  a_barrack,  and  it  is  re¬ 
ported  ulzo  that  the  roof  of  a  house  was 
torn  off.  Finally  it  halted  on  the  farm  of 
Mr.  Brunner,  the  florist. 

A  gentleman  residing  on  Frelinghuysen 
avenue  states  that  he  was  notified  of  the 
approach  of  the  spout  by  a  loud  and 
peculiar  whistling  noise.  Turning  in  the 
direction  from  whence  it  came,  there  he 
saw  the  giant  column,  apparetitly  two 
or  tliree  hundred  feet  high  and  ubout  a 
yard'in  diameter,  marching  across  the 
field  toward  the  uvenue,  with  a  rapid 
rotary  motion.  When  it  arrived  at  the 
avenue  it  halted  for  a  space  of  time  that 
seemed  to  him  like  three  minutes,  and 
then  fd'iwly  swept  onward,  tramping 
down  everything  it  encountered]
